operations were continuing here 
this morning after a spectacular^ 
Chesapeake & Ohio freight (rain" 
derailment /yesterday 
that 


dumped six railroad cars and 
their cargo, n 1976 Bulcks, In or 
near the city's busiest intcrsec' 
tion. 


Four other auto-carrying rail 


cars ran off the tracks but did 
not tip over. 


No one was hurt in the 1:08 


p.m. accident although several 
private autos wre at the inter- 
section when the derailment oc- 
curred. 


There as no immediate es- 


timate of damage, although II 
was expected to run high with 
the damage to the new autos. 
Watervliet city police and rail 
officials today were trying to pin 
down the cause of the accident. 


Several Watervlicl residents 


linked the derailment to loose 
rails at and near the Intersec- 
tion. 


The derailment occurred at 


the M-140 (Main street) cross- 
ing/Two of the rail cars flipped 
over into the parking lot (if 
Rogel's Lincoln-Mercury sales, 
damaging three autos in the Int. 


Four additional car carriers 


flip|)Cd over just west of the 
First street crossing after 
shearing off the front portion of 
the Watervliet railroad depot 
roof overhang. 


Watervliet police said today, 


the intersections wire opened to.; 
traffic this morning, but the 
tracks had not been cleared and 
repaired. 


"1 heard a bang. . .bang. . 


.bang. . ., just like twin 20- 
millimeter guns going oft,".said 
vyewitnesb Victor Bianchi, asu- 
sistant Watervliet police chief 
"I saw roof splinters llyinn In' 
the air and then saw the carrier, 
cars flip over behind the Wa- 
tervlict fire station (located 
near the First street crossing."

In every one of the six Twin Cities

and larger families. 


But, in the long run, these 
com- 


munities will be no better .than their 
schools. The boards of the six districts 
have asked for logical sums not in 
excess of basic educational needs. The 
millage propositions should be sup- 
ported.

New Law Bars Pricing 
To Stifle Competition 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Chain store owners would be 


barred from lowering prices just to put local competitors 
(Hit of business under a bill signed into law by Gov. William 
llilliken. 
. ' 


The.law, signed Friday, amends the Michigan Trusts and 


Monopolies Act to l»r price manipulation aimed at lessen- 
ing competition or creating a monopoly. 


Exceptions to the consumer protection law arc allowed 


when price differences reflect a difference in competitive 
conditions or the cost of making the product; when they 
reflect changes in marketing conditions; or when they are 
part of a temporary sale and good faith efforts to increase 
customer volume and foster competition. 


The new law also allows a person injured by price 


discrimination Id take the matter to court. A one-year sta- 
tute of limitations is set in the law, however. 


Other bills Millikcn signed Friday would: 
—Allow properly owners adjacent to a, proposed zoning 


change to protest the change. 


-Provide $3 million from the Veterans' Trust Fund to 


establish a special revolving fund to pay special assess- 
ments levied against the property of Michigan citizens who 
arc 65 or older with annual incomes of 86,000 or less.

On Crime: The Federal Gov- 
ernment can aid in reducing 
crime by providing an cnvjron- 
mcnl of job opportunity.

After 
many years of the Law Enforce- 
ment Administration and great 
rhetoric about crime in the 
streets, the Federal effort has 
been shown to be of limited 
success—prison and police prob- 
lems are local responsibilities. 
On tht Economy; Inflation is 
moderating, so we should begin 
to look at other priorities, the 
first of which is taking initia- 
tives to provide greater job 
opportunities to those Ameri- 
cans who don't have any right 
now.

On the U.N.: The UN. has a 
lot of problems, but those prob-

problems. I think that America 
with her power and place in the 
world could provide a leader- 
ship-directive toward a more 
peaceful resolution of these 
problems. We haven't done 
well in the U.N. in recent years 
because our policy has been so 
unimaginative, because we lack 
a forward vision of where this 
country and this planet are 
going. We must redefine our 
.role in the U.N. as we must 
redefine our foreign policy. 
On Selling Wheat to RuHie: 
By selling wheat to Russia we 
have enabled the. Soviets to 
divert their gross, national prod- 
uct into military products, and 
this comes back us a threat to 
us. I think that grain sales and 
other economic benefits to the 
Russians should be part of an 
overall negotiation, taking into 
account what the Soviets are 
doing around the world. 1 think 
wheat sales to the Russians can 
be used as an important too! in 
our diplomacy. 
On Foreign Policy: Instead of 
having a foreign policy that's 
sterile and reactive, I'd like to 
see us regain some initiative. As 
it stands, we don't engender 
enthusiasm for it at home nor 
have our policies earned the 
respect of the rest of the world. 
We have been operating on the 
chess-board theory that each 
piece that moves left requires 
our intervention. Well, that 
didn't work in Southeast Asia, 
and it didn't work in Angola.
